Converse with a cosmonaut In space, 
hear about the comm crop in the Midwest, find 
out the latest fad on the West Coast—all 
from the comfort of your home. 

If you’ve thought of becoming an ama- 
teur radio operator—or ham—the process 
isn’t difficult. The Federal Communications 
Commission offers a license that requires 
passing a written test of 55 questions on 
radio operating rules, safety procedures and 
radio communications, says Steve Mans- 
field of the American Radio Relay League. 
Previously, an entry-level license to operate 
on amateur frequencies in the United States 
required being capable of receiving five words 
of Morse code per minute. Since the new 
licenses became available in 1991, more 
than 32,000 people have earned ham licen- 
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ses, Mansfield says. “A license brings enthu- 
siasts anew window—and voice box—to the 
world.” 

Using ham radio equipment, hams have 
talked with a Russian cosmonaut aboard the 
space station Mir. Famous hams include 
television journalist Walter Cronkite, rock 
musician Joe Walsh and astronaut Ron Parise. 

Al Grandfield, 82, a ham operator in 
Covina, California, for more than 40 years, 
says the hobby has given him a chance to 
meet fascinating people and have a great 
time. Grandfield is achapter [sic] member of 
Sam’s Radio Hams, a group of about 85 
amateur operators in the western United 
States. “If I had an emergency, I'd be able to 
get help quickly,” he says.

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A Proposal to Improve Your Club 


Notice of Intent to Amend—1 1/13/92 
by AK2l 

This notice to amend is made as per instruc- 
tions in Article 18 - Amendments currently in the 
Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club’s Bylaws as last 
amended on 1/1/86. 

Notice is hereby made by AK2I to amend 
Article 8 - Officers of the Phil-Mont Mobile 
Radio Club as follows: 

Section 1 - Officers - The officers of this 
Association shall be President, First Vice Presi- 
dent, Second Vice President, a Secretary and a 
Treasurer. No change is suggested for the Board 
of Directors except as noted. 

This recommendation is made to strengthen 
the club, maintain a continuity needed for the 
officers, and to provide people who will be prop- 
erly trained for the job on a year to year basis. For 
example: 

The office of First Vice President would 
automatically move to the President’s office along 
with any candidates that might be held in nomi- 
nation either from the floor or from the nomina- 
tions committee itself. It is obvious that the time 
spent in office in both the First and Second Vice 
President’s positions would be excellent training 
that otherwise heretofore has gone to waste. A 
continuity of good, productive, hard working 
officers is continually assured for at least a four 
year period. Very few of our previous Vice Pres- 
idents have gone on to become President, and that 
is wasteful of the energies and efforts put forth 
while in these offices. 

This move would also strengthen the offic- 
ers, maintain a continuity needed for the work 
that the President might not have had time to 
complete, and provide people who will devote at 
least four years to the growth of Phil-Mont. 

It is also recommended that the President 
move automatically to a Director’s position after 
his or her term in office, thereby providing anoth- 
er pillar of strength and continuity for the club. 

While it might seem that this restructuring 
of offices would make it more difficult to provide 
candidates, it would move to strengthen the exist- 
ing offices as well as provide candidates who 
obviously would commit a greater length of time 
than otherwise to the organization. I firmly be- 
lieve this move to restructure would provide 
strength while still providing candidates either 
from the floor or through the nominations com- 
mittee, 
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Article 9 - Duties of Officers 

Section 1 - President - Nochange from the 
current By-Laws 

Section 2 - First Vice President. The First 
Vice President shall be vested with all the pow- 
ers, and shall perform all the duties of the Pres- 
ident during the absence of the latter, and shall 
have such other duties as may, from time to time, 
be determined by the Board of Directors. 

In the event that the President shall be 
absent from any meeting, the First Vice President 
shall preside. In addition the First VP will work 
with the Second VP to find and present stimulat- 
ing programs for the General meetings, and will 
also Chair the Audit Committee. This office will 
also be responsible for determining, by commit- 
tee, special events such as Family night in June, 
and Old Timers’ Night in November, and the 
means and procedures by which these special 
meetings are conducted. 

This office will also be responsible for con- 
ducting the search for a Nominations Committee 
Chairman, the Judge of Elections, and the pro- 
gram for the special meeting in which this candi- 
date becomes the official President of the club. 

Section 2A - The Second Vice President - 
is to work with the First VP in setting up commit- 
tees and programs throughout the year. The Sec- 
ond Vice President shall be responsible for the 
Special Christmas Program for Phil-Mont in 
whatever format he or she deems appropriate. 
The Second VP will be responsible for the club’s 
50/50 sale at each meeting, as well as the funds 
to turn over to the Treasurer. The Second VP will 
automatically become amember of the Audit and 
Finance Committee. The Second VP will also be 
responsible for preparing a comprehensive list of 
the club’s equipment in all of its locations, and 
recording that information for review by the 
Board of Directors. This inventory should be 
completed by June of the year for presentation to 
the Board in July. 

This amendment if made under Section 1 
Article Eighteen Page 6 of the current By Laws 
which states: The members of this Association 
may, by amajonity vote of those members present 
and voting, alter, amend, suspend, or annul these 
by laws at any General Meeting or Special meet- 
ing called for this purpose, provided that notice of 
intent to amend has been published in the official 
Association publication at least one month prior 
to the meeting.

The FCC has made accommodations to 
exempt those persons, with impairments, 
from the code speeds greater than 5WPM, 
under section 97.505 (a) (5) (i) (ii). No 
specific impairment is included or excluded. 

The ultimate authority for granting of 
this exemption lies with the FCC, not the 
examinee or his or her physician (M.D. or 
D.O. ONLY). No one else should be in- 
volved in this decision. 

However it has been brought to my 
attention that there are individuals in the 
Amateur ranks that look down upon those 
who have obtained their license in this man- 
ner as lesser hams. 

Itis my opinion that noindividual should 
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look down on the impaired. Unless a person 
has suffered with, or lives with an impair- 
ment, they can’t understand what that per- 
son suffers. This doesn’t make them any less 
a person or a ham. 

Being legally deaf myself, I applied for 
the exemption as allowed by law, and was 
granted that exemption by the FCC. I studied 
hard to pass my written exams, and feel I’m 
just as entitled to the Extra Class ticket, 
granted to me by the FCC, as any other Extra 
Class licensee. 

Let’s all examine ourselves, thank God 
for what we have, and try to be a little more 
considerate and understanding of those less 
fortunate.

You're several miles off shore. The boat 
motor quits. You have no marine radio. 
Sundown is fast approaching. 

Odds are, The Sundowners are fast ap- 
proaching as well. The non-profit, search 
and rescue flying club has been soaring over 
local [SW Florida—Ed] waters 
since 1965, alerting the Coast 
Guard to troubled boaters. 

Now they’ve fired off a dis- 
tress signal of theirown. The group 
needs $11,000 to replace an air- 
craft engine. 

Since the group receives no government 
funding, only the generosity of individual 
boaters, civic, fraternal, and business orga- 
nizations keeps them in the air. $11,000 isno 


small sum to the group. 

To maintain their schedule of patrolling 
the skies, the club owns two planes and 
leases another. It has 60 pilots and 150 
observers in its membership. The group flys 
Thursday, Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
nights, departing Page Field 90 
minutes before sunset. They also 
fly on Monday mornings to make 
sure there are no stranded week- 
end stragglers. 

Marjorie Dejong acts as 
an observer who rides with the 
pilot searching for troubled boaters. “It sure 
is beautiful—the sunsets are gorgeous over 
the Gulf, and the islands are as beautiful as 
Hawaii,” she says. [Just ask Gil!—Ed]
